--.^boqy  of  me  eontnbutors  wW  leceive  ttHowan^ 
so  circumscribed  ns  to  be  quoted  only  as  a  per- 
centage on  the  dollar  of  their  lung  held  expecta- 
tions. Yet  eases  arc  on  reeoWFol  men^eontrtbut- 
Ing  for  only  one  year  or^two.  drawiuR  thousands 
~~.cf  dollars  from  the  fUfnls.  Unbalanced,  in  spite 
of  all  assurances  In  Ihe  Legislature,  the  plan 
crashed.  leavinK  painful  readjustments  in  homes 
that  had  depended  on  the  fulAlment  of  the 
contracts. 

In  almost  the  same  words  the  results  of  the 
Initial  municipal  pipnsions  scheme  could  be  de- 
scribed. Here,  civic  corporations  were  blamed 
with  overloading  the  extraction  end  of  the  plan 
by  the  retirement  too  rapidly  of  eenlor  members 
of  ilieir  staffs.  Reserve  funds  were  whittled 
,  down,  and  once  again  the  contract  made  with  the 
employee  could  not  be  kept  Ca."^rs  of  severe 
hardship  could  be  clCcd  as  one  phase  of  the  result. 

The  teachers'  pension  scheme,  Initially  largely 
I^W-auppoitinK.  is  now  under  advisement,  with 
suggested  remedies  that  have-not  yet  been  an- 
nourieed.  Over  a  ten-year  period  the  Province 
contributed  $250,000,  wliirh  ;ircordlnR  to  mlnis- 
t«rial  expressions  in -the  House,  was  to  launch 
and  support  the  scheme  for  life.

The  tragedy  of  this  result,  now  three  times 
encountered,  is  that  the  dl.sappointment.  and 
quite  bften  the  actual  hardship,  fall  back  on 
men  and  women  who  have  passed  the  peak  of 
their  working  days,  and  who  trusted  in  the  con- 
tract made  by  the  .'^tnte  Experience  h;is  shown 
that  it  was  trust  misplaced.  In  a  number  of 
cases.  pnbUe  servants  could  have  made  better 
provlslpn  for  themselves  outside  of  the  super t 
annuatlon  schemes.  _ 

If -a  private  corporation  had  treateSlTV  annui- 
tants In  that  fashion,  the  .Male  would  have  been 
the  first  to  object.  No  amount  of  recrimination 
now  win  restore  funds  that  have  been  depleted.^

A  TIMELY  I  OI  RTI  SY 


The  vision  of  Canada  ejctendlng  wholesale 
bonuses  to  Uie  pruducecs  of>  wheat,  fish,  lumber, 
fruli,  vegetables,  and  quite  a  few  other  commodi- 
ties, given  in  inspired  reports  from  Ottawa.  Is  a 
colorful  and  eulraucing  one,  until  the  question  Is 
asked  from  whfnoe 41  the  bonus  money  to  come? 
For  Canada  lives  largely  by  the  sale  of  these' 
commodities  abroad,  and  can  not  become  both  licr 
own  Internal  and  export  markets.  - 

Actual  experiments  with  the  bonuslng  system 
in  oUier  countries,  some  with Jiundrcds  of  mil- 
lions of  dollars  tfehlnd«'theL  have^^iot  proved 
either  fortunate  or  helpful  to  those  whom  it  was 
desired  to  extend  this  form  of  aid.  In  some  cases 
the  bonu9-for-produetlon'plan,  whleh  was  at  least 
a  recognition  of  work  done  and  values  produced, 
degenerated  into  a  -bonus  for  non-pioducJUon.  a 
patent  and  lasting  absurdity.

May  sun  in  Saanlch  fields,  the  annual  strawberry 
crop  U  reported  to  be  making  up  for  growth  lost 
in  several  weeks  of  a  retarded  Spring.  Maturing 
often  in  the  first  ten  days  of  June,  the  strawberry 
crop  may  be  a  Uttle  later  this  year,  the  growers 
say.  More  so  even  than  the  calendar,  the  advent 
of  strawberry  festivals  places  the  tUne  of  the 
year. 

Removed  from  its  proces.sing.  marketing  and 
selUng  problems,  the  common  lot  of  all  on  the 
land  these  days,  there  Is  no  crop  so  typical  of 
Saanlch  as  that  supplied  from  its  strawberry 
acres.  The  trim  look  of  the  rows  in  their  straw - 
mulched  beds,  the  warm  brown  chocolate  soil  In 
between;  the  red  berry  In  Its  speckled  splendor; 
and  last,  but  most  powerful  of  all.  the  aroma  of 
the  ripening  fruit,  combine  to  whet  the  palate. 

Saanlch  strawberries  have  made  themselves 
famou.s.  the  es.sence  of  stemmed-up  sunshine 
Fresh  and  processed,  they  And  their  way  over 
two-thlrdi  of  Canada,  and  Into  the  wat^r-bome 
cargoes  of  the  world  In  the  hdme.«!,  no  Summer 
Is  complete  without  its  round  of  strawberry  festi- 
vals, berries,  warm  and  Juicy,  direct  from  the 
plant,  merging  magically  with  cream  In  a  bowl, 
or  dressed  up  and  lmport£^nt  in  a  shortcake.
